Honor to a Great 


Democrat of Poland 


Not only Polish Americans, but the en- 
tire nation will recall with due honor and 
pride that today marks the anniversary of 
the death of Casimir Pulaski, heroie Polish 
General in the American Revolutionary 
Army. 

Today 159 years ago near Charleston, 
S. C., Pulaski fell fatally wounded from a 
bullet fired by one of the inva@ing hordes of 
the British tyrant, George III. He had ar- 
rived in America in July, 1777; and from
